Progress Report on Programme Reviews 

Within the week the first round of examinations of the departmental 
three-year projections would begin. A Dean's group will study the 
departmental offering, makes its own recommendations and then return 
the report to the Department for further discussion and clarification. 
The process was intended, not only for the cost savings involved, but 
rather to define structure, tighten up and focus on priorities. 


Gallery and Student Show 

Dean Emery reported that a meeting with faculty and students was held 

to discuss the reasons surrounding a refusal for a student show to be 
held in the Weissman Gallery. It was noted that there were several 
extenuating circumstances involving the absence of the Director of the 
Galleries, an over-booked schedule of events and also an absence of any 
ongoing student representation with whom the Curator could communicate. 
it is hoped that a Committee will be formed composed of both faculty and 
students to make sure that student exhibitions are properly co-ordinated 
in the future.

function without undue delay, either through submissions to the CCUP or 
through appropriate scheduling of existing courses and the provision of 
quotas therein for cross-faculty registrants" 


Falsetto asked whether this motion reflected a shift in Faculty policy? 


Emery noted that Fine Arts do have a service role but wanted to know 

who the students were who were being serviced. Departments must weigh 
the needs of their own students, other students within the Faculty and 
then students outside the Faculty. He noted that it was up to each 
Department to decide how best to fulfill their obligation to the rest of 


the University community. 


Bigelow questioned whether this motion could be passed when Departments 
already did not have enough money to offer courses to students within 


their programmes. 


Emery suggested that perhaps the word "provide" should be changed to 
"maintain". 


Gross noted that the intention of the motion was about the 

possibilities of offering courses to student in other faculties and to 
provoke Faculty members to provide new courses specifically for students 
in other faculties. 


Andrus felt that it was the function of the Colleges to offer this kind 
of course- 


Falsetto noted that Fine Arts already recognizes a certain obligation 
to the rest of the University and that, as an example, the Film Studies 


minor was geared for this purpose. 


(Pariser, Andrus) "That Council approve the motion with the following 
amendments; delete the word "provide" and substitute "maintain" and to 
delete the word “proposed".
